The reason usually advanced ts that these represent the 
three grades of Jews—Cohanim, Levites and plain Israelites.» Why then ts 
one category omitted on the Sabbath and Festivals ’ 


We have seen a theory'which looks very reasonable. The Sabbath and 
Festival ritual requires two whole loaves for the Blessing over the Bread 
Now at the beginning of the Seder, long before we come to the ~ Motzie. 
we must break the middle Matzah in order .to hold it up and say 
sy Nom xn. “ This is the poor broken bread our ancestors ate in the land of 
Egypt.” Now if we only had two Matzoth this would leave us with one 
whole and one broken one for the “ Motzie.”” which proceeding would 
hardly be in consonance with the dignity of the Blessing. We therefore add 
the third for Ho Lachmo Anyoh.

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EXODUS 


MANY Jews hold the view that never, in any age, have their 
people been so hard pressed as they are to-day. Their pessimism 
is not without warrant; for the new tyrannies work with a 
thoroughness, and have acquired a technique of persecution, which 
past oppressors could hardly have rivalled. * In addition, they 
command and abuse all the mechanical resources of the modern 
day to embitter the lives of their victims; while the rest of the 
world, trembling for its own peace and safety, refrains from inter- 
vening. Worst of all, we recognise, as we usher in the age- 
tong festival of the Egyptian deliverance, that, as ‘* Watchman”’ 
reminds us in his article this week, that redemption had no finality. 
Pharaoh lives again to-day in the Continental persecutors ; nowa- 
days, however, we are confronted not with one Egypt but with 
several. The exodus is not from one but from many lands. The 
Jewish drama repeats itself not on a single stage but on a number 
simultaneously—a strange mystery before which we may stand 
baffled, but of which we only know that it Eelies moral progress, 
even if it does not indicate moral decay. 

Yet, for all this, we will celebrate the Passover this year with 
unsubdued courage. There will be the same intimate family 
vatherings, the same tender and hallowed memories of the Passovers 
of our childhood days, the same quaint but eloquent ritual, and the 
same hearty songs of thanksgiving ; and the glass will still be filled 
for Elijah the Prophet, who symbolises undying hope. Some may 
think, in their hearts, that these things are folly, seeing that the old 
spirit of oppression remains untamed, and that the Hebrew people 
have only, in their long history and even up to to-day, exchanged one 
tyrant for another. But that, surely, is to ignore the great lesson 
of the Egyptian story. Many a Hebrew by the banks of the Nile, 
as he groaned beneath his bondage, must have abandoned all 
hope in both Godand man. One can almost hear, in imagination, 
his replies to his comforters: “It is folly to talk of deliverance. 

‘ho are we, a collection of slaves, to think of escaping from our 
taskmasters, and from the military might of Egypt? The thing 1s 
impossible and a mockery of our sufferings.’ Ye have “ puta 
sword in their hand to slay us,” the Israelites complained to Moses 
and Aaron, Yet the impossible became possible, and the thing 
that could never be came to pass. That is the lesson that Passover 
teaches, and that is one justification for its continued observance 


even, or rather especially, in this crowded hour of adversity. If 
history repeats itself, it is not only in its tragic but in its joyous 
chapters. If the end of our calamities is not at hand, neither, we 
may hope, is the tale of our salvation. A _ people is not lost until 
its hope is lost. Let us, then, celebrate this Passover with good 
heart, for the Jewish destiny will assuredly te achieved. 

In the working out of that destiny, however, Jews must take 
their part. At least they know now that if the free nations will 
not, or cannot, interfere on their behalf in the lands of oppression, 
those same nations are showing some inclination to mitigate the 
victims’ suffering. The summoning, by the United States Govern- 
ment, of an international conference to concert measures for 
facilitating the latest Jewish exodus is, indeed, an epoch-making 
event. It shows that, at long last, the nations are awaking to 
their own responsibilities towards the Jews, instead of leaving the 
Jewish people to struggle out of their hells as best they may. It 
means that the Jewish problem is at last stamped as an inter- 
national problem, towards the easing, if not the solution, of 
which the Christian conscience must make its contribution, The 
American Secretary of State. Mr. Corbett Hert, has pointedly 
said it, and for his initiative Jews and all men of good will must 
be deeply thankful. More than twenty countries, including, as 
we never doubted, Great Britain, have fallen in with his proposal, 
and that, too, offers some ground for hope. But what will the 
Conference do when it meets? Will it content itself with pious 
declarations of sympathy and protestations of impotence? Will 
it, Which would be little better, throw a few crumbs of assistance, 
and then retire witha righteous glow of duty done? That would 
surely be, as we urged last week, to mock the sorrows of Austrian 
Jewry, ads well as to add.to their mental anguish. 

On Tuesday that gallant and tireless friend of our people, 
Commander Lockter-Lawpson, introduced a Bill into Parhament, 
the object of which was to grant Jews outside Palestine who 
so desired extra-territorial citizenship. This would enable them 
to become what Jews are in Palestine : protected persons under the 
Mandate and freemen of a State. The measure, which was brought 
forward under the ten minutes rule, received a first hearing and 
revealed a strong and gratifying sympathy on the part of the 
House of Commons with persecuted Jewry. Though the chances 
of progress with the Bill may be very slight, the feeling among 
M.P.s which it has revealed ts of no little importance. 

But is there not another step which cou'd be taken? Could not 
the emigrants be provided with temporary permits of sojourn 
which would enable them to remain in their lands of refuge until 
room is. found for them in the National Home? Their 
coreligionists would certainly guarantee that those who were not 
so fortunate as to be men of means, or to find some sort of 
employment, would not become a public charge. They did so in 
the case of the German exodus, But the result of such a step as 
we suggest might well be to remove hesitations on the part of at 
least some of the possible countries of immigration, and to 
credit the Conference proposed by the United States with some- 
thing like constructive achievement. We should, of course, 
prefer a more direct coursc—-the immediate opening of havens, 
preferably Palestine, without the imposition of an intermediate 
stage. But, if that. humane alternative cannot be, then the other 
proposal ought surely to be considered sympathetically. 

There is. however, no time to lose. The situation is critical. 
According to the official organ of the German textile industry 
40,000 Austrian Jewish cmployees in that industry alone have been 
discharged. That is only one ttem of many in the record of 
Austrian Jewry’s rapid impoverishment. The benevolent funds 
have been seized. Nearly 20,000 frenzied Jews stormed the 
American Consulate in Vienna during the short space of two 
weeks in the effort to obtain visas and immigration information, 
They are knocking on the doors of the Christian countries. 
Will they be admitted, or will they be abandoned to hunger 
and death”? 

That is the question which their brethren the world over will be 
anxiously asking as they celebrate to-night the great act of salvation 
that freed them in the days of old. 


HUNGARY, NOW! 

IN the present epoch, when one Jewry after another falls beneath 
the anti-Jewish sledge-hammer, the news that the turnof the Hungarian 
Jews has now come will cause little surprise. Indeed. the blow was 
foreshadowed in the Hungarian Premier's speech of April last year. 
Details of recent developments will be found in our news columns in 
this issue. The object of the Hungarian politicians ts not disguised. 
It is to diminish the influence of Jews in the cultural and other spheres 
of national life, and so introduce what is called a more equitable balance 
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as between the Jews and the rest of the population, and ostensibly 
to weaken the anti-Jewish campaign. Hence the proposal that 
only twenty per cent. of the wage fund of business enterprises and 
banks should be reserved for Jewish employees. Hence, too, the 
intention to create chambers for the press, stage, and films, in which 
Jewish membership is limited to the same figure of twenty per cent., 
and the announcement that this figure ts in the future to govern new 
admissions to the already existing legal, medical, and engineering 
chambers. 


RULE OF THUMB 

As last year's official estimate of the total Hungarian population was 
nearly nine millions, and. the. Jewish section of it is calculated in the 
Jewtsn YEAR Book at a little under 450,000, it will be seen that the 
proposed Jewish participation in the life of the nation is larger than

But whether it is good for the Jews, anyone acquainted with 
present-day European conditions can answer for himself. — It rests on 
the shaky assumption that the Jew-baiters, having got their proposed 
limitation, will be satisfied with nt for ever, and that the extremer men 
will not use it as a lever for fresh agitation designed to increase the 
restriction still further. They need only point, for example, to the 
supposed Superior commercial abilities ol Jews as an ostensible reason 
for handicapping them further, 


THE SPREADING DANGER 

FURTHER, the very victory now obtained will whet the anti-Semitic 
appetite for other triumphs not of the proportional brand. Already,

PHARAOHS PAST AND PRESENT 


By WATCHMAN 


[wis Friday evening, Jews—or as many of them as still observe the 
remarkable ritual-—will sit down to the Seder service. 
that is unique among the peoples of the world, the Festival 
of Jewish Liberation will be celebrated. Wine will be drunk. to the 
accompaniment of solemn thanksgiving Ihe oppression of the 
Pharaohs will be symbolised by the eating of bitter herbs. But much 
of the service will be just an exposition of the meaning of the 
festival for the benefit of the children 
highly significant of that Jewish injunction which insists on the 
overmastering duty of instructing the young an injunction too often 
neglected in these days. Yet it must be with sad reflections that Jews 
greet the Festival of Liberation this year. The jubilation of the 
enfranchised Hebrew slaves sounds, indeed, a little hollow as we 
contemplate the Jewish situation to-day. For the Egyptian deliverance 
may have had far-reaching effects on the world at some stages of its 
history, Whereas for the Jews it had no finality. Through many 
generations the Jews have been taced not with one but with many Egypts. 
Pharaoh has lived again in a thousand different shapes. He lives 
again to-day in the Continental persecutors. The Egyptian liberation 
was but a passing phase, a chapter in Jewish life. Oppressor has 
succeeded oppressor, and servitude has followed servitude. And this 
Seder evening many a hard-pressed Polish or Austrian Jew will be 
unable to utter even the immemorial cry, “ Next year in Jerusalem,” 
without a gulp in his throat. 


In a manner 


Admurably sedate. but 


Look. for a moment, at these modern Egypts. In Austria, a sentence 
of communal extermination, to take complete effect in four years from 
now. In Germany, the process of annihilation, well on the road to con- 

mmation. In Poland, an order to “ get out” odd variation of the 
Egyptian method, which would not “let my people go.” For the 
physical enslavement of Egypt is substituted political and social 
serfdom : for the sustenance which even slaves must have received in the 
tevptian bondage, only want and hunger. Avenues to a livelihood 
closed, one after another. “One wonders what the future holds in 
store for the Jewish population of Vienna except starvation.” writes a 
correspondent, in our leading journal. recently returned from Austria. 
Starvation of body, starvation of mind and soul. Humiliation. Life 
und happiness at the mercy of every theatrical gangster strutting his 
little day. And no one knows where or when a new Jewry may te 
thrown into subjection © in Czechoslovakia or Hungary, or Rumania, 
or the Baltic States, or the Ukratine.. Historians can say whether any 
ereat people, sixteen millions in number, has ever been placed on 
ihe same agonising and shameful position. But it takes, after all, a 
people with a great heart to sing, under the present dread ordeal, of its 
iberation in the far-off days. 

» * 
IX several respects the modern Egypts resemble: their ancient prote- 
‘ype. But there are sevéral differences. Pharaoh did not. so far as I 
Know, export his anti-Hebrewism abroad. Nor did he tread tke 
Hebrews underfoot because they were inferior or sub-human. Ee 
professed to fear them because they were “more and mightier than 
we and might. one day, “ get them out of the land.” But fe 
had the wit, or the honesty, not to fear them and despise them 
utone and the same time a contradictory process reserved for tre 
cynical brutes of Berlin. On the other hand, the ancient and tke 
1¢W tyrannies have the one feature in common that they were both, so 
io speak, Government-made and Government-enforced —in the case of 
the European countries, with a fiendish ingenuity which Pharaoh could 
hardly have bettered. But while our forebears found a leader to 
deliver them, there is no Moses visible on the Jewish horizon to-day, 
All that Jews can do is to respond with an organisation of their 
own—a council which, like that for the German Jews, promises to 
become a permanent creation, ready to lead out its brethren from 
cach new country of bondage as it emerges into view. At the first 
dings of woe its reaction is automatic. “Press button’ ACI’ 
or “ Appeal”), and the new exodus begins. It is humane and 
meritorious, but pitiful, and without alternative, for there is no nation 
‘hat will stay the hand of the persecutor. Self-interest, or believed

to the “ Guardian of Israel” with whom it pleads: “ suffer not Israel 
to perish.” It is well that we retain our hope in our Divine Protector, 
and do not believe ourselves forgotten of God, even though down- 
trodden by man. After all, and despite all, some miracle has sustained 
israel through its centuries of poignant vicissitude, and is it too much 
'o glimpse “the finger of God” in this strange survival? Il day 
would that be which saw the end of all belief on the part of our people 
in the mysterious ways of Providence and the Divine scheme of things. 
But that, Surely, does not mean that we can stand by, submissive to 
Wrong, in the hope of an early miracle. Mr. Priestley’s play about 


curved time in which lives are perforce lived all over again may 
have a dreadful application to Jews. In their case. too, history seems 
constantly to be repeating itself. They. too. as each successive calamity

The framers of the Haggadah saw it 
clearly :. “ Next year in Jerusalem ! nd despite the doubts which 
surround it to-day. that proposition remains sound and feasible if only 
we Jews would stand firm for our claims, as human beings, to a place 
in God's sun. Even those who are content to wait for a miracle must 
ask themselves. sometimes, whether that miracle did not happen in 
the fateful year when the nations of the world bade Israel return, at 
long fast, to its fatherland. It is only we, we ourselves, who falter in 
carrying it out.

NEVER let us forget that we owe, in this, a duty, to the world as well as 
to ourselves. There are some who say :* Be not impatient. All your 
troubles are traceable to the rise of ultra-Nationaltsm in the world. 
Phis is not surprising. seeing that it is only some seven or eight 
centuries since modern National States really took shape. Give them 
time to develop saner forms of Nationalism, to grow into a Federation 
of Nations, each consenting to the abrogation, at least in part, of its 


sovereignt, After all, what ts a century more or less tn the long 
travail of the Jew? And why add another State. a Jewish State, 
to the warring sections that already dye the earth with one 
another’s blood?” But we cannot, and ought not to, accept those 


specious pleas. Nationalism, in its most febrile manifestations, will

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never die so long as it can be fed by anti-Semitism. It is our clamant 
duty to wrest that sustenance from it. So long as Nationalism persists, 
the Federation of Nations remains a chimera, and a surcease of Jewish 


suffering is.a vain hope. It may ebb on occasion, but a new 
war, a new economic upheaval, may sect it raging again. Is it 
not better that Jews return to the land from which the Law 


goes forth, and the city from which the word of the Lord issues— that 
they return thither to proclaim, once againy in the ears of men that 
righteousness alone exalteth a nation, and to enforce that precept by 
example which will not be lost upon other peoples? That ts the part 
we have to play in the redemption.of the world, and ours:lves. And by 
its influence we shall, at least, do our bit to bring to realisation the 
golden age of the Federation of Peoples and to plant once for all in the 
human consciousness the Jewish teaching of the Fatherhood of God 
and the Brotherhood of Man. It isa man’s part. Let us quit our- 
selves like men!

JEWISH HOME OF REST 
Opening of Adiitioral Beds 


[COMMUNICATED] 


At a recent meeting of the members of the Board of Management of the 
Jewish Home of Rest, Birchlands Avenue, Wandsworth Common, S.W.., 
it was reported that during 1937 the number of patients receiving care 
totalled 124. Additional beds were opened which brought the complement 
to forty-five. The pressure has become so great that a further five beds 
have been opened, despite the lack of funds. There are fifty beds in use 
now, leaving six remaining empty. The expenditure on maintenance 
amounted to £7,216, representing a cost of £3 7s. per patient per week. 
This is accounted for not only by the increased number of beds, additional 

atients and staff, but also by the inclusion of the Nurses’ Home, which 

as now had a full year’s running. The income received for the year was 
£5,825, leaving a heavy deficit of £1,391. The prospects of putting the entire 
bed complement into use in the Home's present financial state can in no 
way be regarded as favourable, and the Committee feel that additional funds 
must be available if this step is to be taken. Increasing effort is needed io 
maintain this humane work, and the Committee therefore urge that, far 
from a relaxation of their efforts, helpers should continue and, if possible, 
increase their contributions. 


Urgent Need for Annual Subscrivtions 
The Committee have introduced a new feature. The naming of a bed 
can now be arranged by Deed of Covenant to the mutual benefit of the 
Home and to those who sympathise with its charitable work, thus affording 
an excellent opportunity of perpetuating the memory of a relative or friend. 
Special mention was made of the following generous gifts: the King 
Edward's Hospital Fund for London, £100; the Trustees of the Bernhard 
Baron Charitable Trust, £165; the Trustees of the Sir Albert Levy Benevolent 
Fund, £500; and the Executors of the late Henry Van den Bergh, £500. 


Thanks were accorded to the proprietors of cinemas for their continued | 


allocation of proceeds from Sunday entertainments, and to the Aid Societies, 
through whose combined efforts the sum of £2,204 has been handed to the 
Institution. 


The Committee are glad to report that definite progress has been made. 


in extending the Hospital, and improvements have been made in an effort 
to promote the well-being of patients and staff. A forty-eight-hour week for 
the nursing staff has been in successful operation for some months. Mr.

Unveiling Political Use of Anti-Semitism

by ensuring its success, Speaking with some knowledge of all the 
dificulties, he thought they should be grateful to Lord Reading tor 
undertaking the Chairmanship of the Appeal. 
Not by their own desire, continued the speaker, but by force of 
circumstances over which they had no control, Jews, alas, had become 
ront-page news. Within the last week, no fewer than four books had 
been published by well-known men on foreign policy and in each of 
them many pages were devoted to the problem of the Jews and 
especially of the Jewish position in Germany. Of these four books 
he would mention first one. “ Unto Caesar.” by Mr. F. A. Voigt, of the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN. Mr. Voigt pointed out how in Germany anti- 
Semitism had been not a purpose or an aim in itself, but had been 
used as a means to an end. Anti-Semitism had served as a common 
platform for many groups and classes: it had provided an object of 
hatred against which popular feeling could be worked up to fever 
heat. Outside the Reich. anti-Semitism was also used as 4 means to 
n-end, in this case the increase and extension of German. influence. 
in nearly all Central European countries anti-Semitic parties existed 
who at the same time desired closer relations with the Reich. It needed 
very strong Government with a united public opinion at its back to 
care imecur German enmity. and a still stronger Government that dared 
resolutely to suppress organisations working in the Nazt interests and 
' give the Jewish minority the fair play and justice that were their due.

Propitiating Nazi Opinion 

Even in this country, Mr. Montefiore went on, there appeared to 
C\’SI in some quarters ‘9 desire to propitiate Nazi Opinion, lo meet the 
German point of view with sympathetic understanding. | [here was 
some risk of anti-Semitism being used just as it was being used in 
Germany—as a means to an end. He thought that the danger existed 
that the argument might find credence that the Jews were an obstacle 
‘0 What otherwise would be perfectly easy, namely, an Anglo-German 
understanding. He had said before, and he said again, that in matters 
of foreign policy there were no sectional Jewish interests apart from 
or distinct from the security, the strength, and abiding power of the 
British Empire, But this he would add. It so happened that the 
Jews had been forced to acquire more intimate and more accurate 
Knowledge of German policy, foreign and domestic, than their tellow- 
citizens, They would be failing in their duty, not merely to the smalle: 


community, the Jewish Community, but also to the larger community, 
the British people, if. in order to avoid the risk of unpopularity, they 
did not endeavour to make the knowledge they had acquired by bitter 
experience available outside their own ranks. 

After referring to Lord Londonderry’s recent book, “ Ourselves and 
Germany,” Mr. Montefiore spoke of another work, “ Insanity Fair,” by 
Mr. Douglas Reed, some time Times Correspondent in Germany. He 
had a chapter on the German Jews. and suggested that the Nazi perse- 
cullon Was @ gigantic blufl: “ The exodus of the Jews fram Germany 
Was conned to Jews in the professions, He wished Mr. Reed would 
spend a morning at Woburn House. He would soon learn how hope- 
lessiy untrue was any such statement. At least he might re-read the 
Messages sent by his senior colleague, Mr. Norman Ebbutt, who wrote 
ol a community of halt-a-million souls being driven to despair. He 
might re-read leading articles of his own paper which wrote of persecu- 
Hon tor persecutions sake and the tormenting of unhappy people in 
au Cage unable to escape 

Ihe fourth book quoted by Mr. Montefiore was “Across the 
Frontiers,” by Sir Philip Gibbs. “ Here in England,” wrote Sir Philip 
~ We must keep a sanctuary open for all refugees from persecution and 
tor all who are denied liberty elsewhere. We must keep the lamps of 
reason alight in the gathering darkness... We must keep true to our 
old traditions of enlightenment.” “ The lamps of reason must be kept 
alight, concluded Mr. Montefiore. “If we here can do anything to 
tend and trim those lamps so they be not extinguished, we shall perhaps 
not have laboured in vain.” (Applause).

They must protest and let the 
world know. It was dangerous to remain silent. 

Nir. L. Bakstansky (Lodzer) said that so far as they were dealing 
with world aflairs and world movements, their sole hope lay with the 
British public: and it was necessary to have a policy which sought to 
galvanise and crystallise those expressions of goodwill towards them 
into some concrete form which would make sure that any negotiations 
with dictator countries would not ignore the position of the Jews in 
Europe. 

Vir. Harry SAMUELS (Nelson Street Sphardish) said it was a question 
of all those people in this country who were interested in civilisation 
raising their voice for the ideals they had always believed in and making 
some effective protest. 

Mr. Josepn Wimporne (West Ham) declared that it was a Christian 
question, 

Mr. P. Horowitz (Dunk Street Beth Hamedrash) said the Jewish 
question to-day was definitely an international one, and it would have 
to be faced by them more or less on an international basis. 

After further discussion, the Presipent said with regard to the 
suggestion for a protest meeting made at the last meeting, that attention 
had been given and inquiries made, and his colleagues and he were 
satisfied not only that they could not convoke any meeting adequate 
to the eccasion, but that a meeting would not produce the good which 
such meetings ought to produce. He agreed, continued Mr. Laski, with 
every word that had been said about the need for intensifying the 
education of those outside the Community. But they were not and 
never had been provided by the Community with adequate funds to 
do their duty as it should be done, And it was quite idle to hear people 
get up and make speeches when those speeches were not implemented in 
terms of hard cash.

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THE GROSSMAN CASE AND 
THE ANTI-PARTITIONISITS 


From The Rey. J. K. GOLDBLOOM 
(Chairman of the Executive, Zionist Federation of Great Britain) 


To the Editor of Tur Jewtst Curonic_e 


Sirn,—I have, as you know, opposed the main recommendations of the 
Peel Commission, and I remain of the same opinion to-day. At the recent 
meeting of the Actions Committee, I spoke against the principle of Partition, 
on the lines of my speech at the last Congress. 1 am bound to say, however, 
that the letters recently published in your paper from Mr. M. Grossman, 
Professor Yahuda, Dr. J. Machover, and Rabbi L. Rabinowitz are hardly 
calculated to advance the Zionist ideal, or to maintain intact the unity of 
the Zionist Organisation, which is our greatest heritage from Herzl. 

I did expect Mr. Grossman to take his sentence as a man and as a 
Zionist, and not to encourage a correspondence which seeks to whitewash 
him by discrediting the Zioni<t Movement and its institutions. In <pite of 
all that Mr. Grossman and his friends have said, | cannot help feeling that 
once the Court decided against a pubic hearing, it was Mr. Grossman's 
duty to abide by that decision and not to convert the occasion into a 
jumping-off ground for a bitter pariy campaign. 

No less injurious is the attempt of Mr. Grossman and Professor Yahuda 
to avoid the issue by an endeavour to place Dr. Weizmann in the dock. 
In this connection, it is sufficient to state that at the recent Actions 
Committee this suggestion was not treated seriously. 

I have read with great care Mr. Grossman's remarks about the last 
Congress, but he has not really attempted to deal with the fact that, despite 
Strong Opposition to the principle of Partition which was expressed at the 
Congress, Dr. Weizmann and his Executive were re-elected by an over- 
whelming majority, wiih the sole exception of the Jewish State Party, who 
voted against them, and tiie Hashomer Hazair, which abstained. 
as Chairman of the Standing Commitice of the last Congress, I can testify 
that when nominations were under consideration, net one of the opposition 
groups could be found to put candidate In opposition 
either to the President or to the Frvex > of the Organisation. At the last 
session of the Actions Commitice. bot! Dr. Weizmann ard Mr. Ben Gurion 
made it clear that the Executive were en ithe one hand endeavcuring to 
insist upon our rights under the Mandate and, on the other hand. they 
made it clear that should the Partition scheme which will finally emerge 
fail to satisfy a number of fundamental conditions, it will rot even be 
brought forward for the considcration of the next Congress.

at the Actions Commitiee asked the permission of the Praesidium to read 
out a statement about the proceedings of the Congress Court.-the Praesidium 
ruled it out of order, and this was upheld by all the members of the Actiors 
Commiuitee, other than the two representatives of the Jewish State Party. 
But even the views of the Actions Committee do not secm to suffice. For 
on April, Ist, Professor Yahuda contributed another letter to THe Jewisi 
CHRONICLE in which he subjects the Actions Committee, which represents 
ail parties in the Zionist Movement. to the gravest possible criticism. J] am 
constrained to ask Professor Yahuda whether he accepts the full implications 
of democratic government? Wis remarks, particularly in his last letter, 
strike me as reminiscent of totalitarian ideologies. Thus we find Professor 


Yahuda, tn the first place. delivering his attack against Dr. Weizmann, then. 


extending u to the Executive, the other leaders, the Political Secretary of 
the Zionist Organisation, and now finishing up with an all-embracing con- 
vemnation of the Actions Committee and all its members, notwithstanding 
the fact that it represents all parties and all shades of opinion. Partitionist 
as well as non-Partrtionist. Moreover. the members of the Court of Honour 
are, we are told, disqualified PFecause their personal opinions on Zionist 
political tissues have been. or are. at variance with those of Mr. Grossman. 
Where is Professor Yahuda going to stop? Does he not realise that his 
letters and the spirit. which animates them are in flat contradiction with 
the elementary principles of government? It is the same process of thought 
which led Mr. Jabotinsky to desert the Zionist Organisation, and this kind 
of indiscipline will. if persisted in. lead to the disintegration of our Move- 
ment. Of one ining | am certain: this process runs completely counter 
to Herzlian Zionism. 

1 am hardly impressed by Dr. Machover’s letier published in Tue Jnwisu 
CHRONICLE Of March 25th, suggesting that the strength of the anti- 
Partitionists was not sufficientlh revealed in the communiqués issued in 
connection with the meetings of the Actions Committee. Suffice it to «ay 
that Rabbi Meir Berlin, a well-known anti-Partitionist. was one of the two 
members who were entrusted with the supervision of the communiqués. a 
careful perusal of which will completely belie Dr. Machover’s undue 
sensitiveness on this subject. 

I shall be the last person to oppose any attempt to perfect our organisation 
and its machinery, or to introduce reforms which will enhance its democratic 
character, but I shall decline to be a party and shall advise my friends to 
have nothing to do with a campaign which seeks to justify an undeniable 
offence against the Zionist Organisation and its supreme organs by the 
tabulation of a host of imaginary grievances and by the encouragement of 
an indiscriminating suspicion in relation to the affairs of the Organisation, 
which remains our main pillar of strength in this hour of crisis. 

Above everything, | was unhappy about the letter of Rabbi Rabinowitz. 
which seeks to divide the Zionist Organisation into Partitionist and anti- 
Partitionist camps. Much as I appreciate his sincerity, his letter shows that 
he cannot be aware of all the facts bearing upon the present situation. 
Thus, when Rabbi Rabinowitz refers to “the attempt to make Mr. 
Ussishkin toe the line,” he reveals decisively how unreliable his sources 
of information must be and the hollowness of the campaign which he aspires 
to lead. 

Division may sometimes be inevitable, but why people should hasten 
prematurely to divide our ranks at a time when such an “ achievement ” 
may wreck the whole of our eflorts in Palestine, passes my comprehension. 

It may be that the Partition scheme which will finally emerge from the 
hands of the new Technical Commission will be so unsatisfactory that our 
Movement will be united in its rejection—some people hope that the

A further attempt on the life of the Mayor was made the same 
night, when shots were fired at his house. He was not injured, 
Arab delegations congratulated him the next day on his escape.

An attack was made on Friday night on the quarter outside Haifa 
occupied by workers of the Nesher cement factory.

MIKVEH ISRAEL AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL 
An Account of its Development 


(From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM) 


Journalists were given an opportunity recently of inspecting 
the buildings and grounds of the Mikveh Israel Agricultural School, 
west of Rishon-le-Zion and alongside the Tel-Aviv-Jerusalem highway, 
which was established in 1870 on an area of 2,600 dunams. 

Since 1870, when Carl Neiter first acquired the land on behalf of the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle in Paris, there have been 1,407 graduates. 
Of these, 505 students graduated in the forty-eight years until the end 
of the World War, 832 graduated in the sevenieen classes from 1919 to 
1936, and seventy students in the 1936/37 school year. The practical 
benefits of the Agricultural School have thus been extended over a 
large Jewish farming Community. 

It is interesting to observe that Mikvch Israel preceded even the first 
contemporary Jewish colony, Petah-Tikvah, founded in 1878 and now 
celebrating its Diamond Jubilee. Rishon-le-Zion, Zichron Jacob, and 
Rosh Pinah were founded in 1882. Satire We

Some idea of the cosmopolitan character of the student body, which 
in the present year totals 292, may be gained from the following 
Statement of the countries of origin: Palestine, 98; various European 
countries, 174 (Germany, 53; Poland, 81): Africa, 10; Asia, 5; and 
America, 5. In the first twenty years of its existence, there was an 
average Ol twenty to forty students annually, in the next twenty-eight 
years there were from eighty to one hundred, and since that time the 
student body has exceeded 200, 

No less than 80 per cent. of the graduates are known to be working 
in Palestinian agriculture, an indication of the tremendous influence 
which the School has exercised during its long history. Apart from 
imparting a practical and theoretical knowledge of agriculture, horti- 
culture, and their allied occupations, there are workshops for carpentry, 
blacksmithing, tinsmithing, and similar crafts needed by farmers. In 
practical agriculture there are departments for wheat-growing, 
vegetables, fruit-trees, citrus, flowers, tree nursery, viticulture, poultry- 
raising, cattle-rearing, Veterinary care, dairy-farming, apiculture, silk- 
worm breeding, crop rotation, and agricultural technique.

All Buses to be Paintel Dove Grey

“Neutrality ” of traffic on the roads of Palestine is to be ests! 
lished by order of the Inspector-General of Police as from May 
when all public omnibuses, whether driven and owned by Jews 
Arabs. will have to be painted dove-grey.

Partition Denounced by Representative Jews 


Eloquent testimony to the interest aroused in the United States by 
the straw vote on the futare of Palestine, which was conducted by ou! 
New York Bureau, has been provided by the vast number of messages 
we have received on the subject. The vote was intended to ascertain the 
opinions of a cross-section of American Jewry, and the views already 
printed include those of State Governors, Senators, Congressmen, 
Rabbis, and lay and clerical leaders o! national and local life. 

fhere has been overwhelming support for the continuance of the 
\iandate and only a small minority in tavour of the Partition 
experiment. 

It has been impossible to print more than a small selection of the 

essages sent in to us, but every care has been taken to ensure that 
ye Views printed are proporhonate to the opinions expressed. 

[he following letters, the sixth series given weekly in these columns, 
re printed in alphabetical order. 


Suspicion of British motives is voiced by the Hon. MICHAEL J. 
BRADLEY (Member, United States House of Representatives from 
Pennsylvania), who writes: “From a knowledge of British history, 
| would be very suspicious of any plan proposed by the Government 
in connection with her rule and supervision over minorities. Experience 
would indicate that the accomplishment of any such plan would give 
more consideration to the economic advantages accruing to the British 
tmpire than it would to the well-being of the people involved. 

“In view of these facts, | am sympathetic to the position of the 
jewish people, as a minority group, and I sincerely hope the situation 
will clarify itself and that the Jewish inhabitants of Palestine will be 
accorded just treatment and the protection to which they are entitled.” 


One of America’s delegates to the Zionist Congress, Rabbi 
BARNETT R. BRICKNER (fuclid Avenue Temple, Cleveland, Ohio), 
writes: “ In the last few months If have travelled considerably through- 
out the United States and addressed many Zionist and other Jewish 
gatherings. It is my conviction that the overwhelming number of 
jews in America, particularly among the masses, are for a decent 
Partition, one that meets the two criteria set.up by Dr. Weizmann and 
includes the new Jerusalem and other qualifying points made during 
the Congress debate. 

“1 believe that, unless we ‘/esirci”’ the situation, this decent 
Partition of which I speak will prove acceptable to the moderate 
Arabs, to the Jewish masses the world over, to Great Britain, and 
sive us the only possible opportunity to bring into Palestine in the 
next ten years the largest number of people.” 


While declaring his disbelief in the Partition plan, the Hon. ROY AT 
S. COPELAND (New York Chairman, United States Senate Committe: 
on Commerce) writes: “ A simple scheme of government, founded on 
the idea of the American plan, would work, in my humble opinion 
{ct there be two houses—the lower one to have representation in pro- 
portion to population and the upper one to have equal representation 
ol Jews and Arabs, with room left for a few members representing othe: 
religious faiths. 

“In the voting, let the lower house go along as it pleases. Require 
‘rom the upper house a two-thirds vote to complete the enactment 
ol a law on the part of both houses of the legislative assembly. I 
4 plan like this is tried and should fail, | should be forced to say that 
Partition is the only remedy. At the moment, it seems to me the last 


resort.” 


The maintenance of peace is the theme of a message from Rabbi 
HOWARD L. FINEBERG (Mount Zion Cengregation. Sioux Falls 
‘.D.), who goes on to say: “ Where understanding and Justice exist, 
the question of majorities and minorities ts irrelevant and immaterial, 
Moreover, the question of race relations cannot in the modern world, 
with its economic unity, be solved by attempted artificial and impossible 
isolations. We shall have peace only when all races regard each other 
aS human beings rather than specific races. 1 therefore believe in an 
undivided Palestine, in which Arabs and Jews co-operate as members 
©! the human race.” 


Rabbi WM. J. FRIEDMAN (Congregation Emanuel, Denver, Colo.) 
writes: “ I believe it would be a serious mistake to dismember Palestine 
and to locate Jews who are eager to settle in the Holy Land on a small 
portion of its sacred soil. With the proper encouragement, It appears 
that it would be possible to reach mutual understanding between the 
lews and Arabs, My visit to Palestine last summer convinced me 
that the Partition of Palestine would be a fatal error. The disparities 
between the people are not so irreconcilable that harmory cannot be 
brought about. The welfare of both Jews and Arabs will be more 
cllectively served by reconciliation.” 


The Hon. GUY M. GILLETTE (Member of the United States Senate 
rom lowa) writes: “I am convinced that all friends of the Jewish 


People have been deeply concerned over the proposal of the Royal 


Commission for the Partition of Palestine as a means of composing 
the antagonism between the Jewish and Arab elements now living in 
that country, 

“The antagonism is not racial, as these peoples probably have a 
‘ommon origin. It is largely artificial, based on religious’ differences 
of viewpoint; but their common worship of one God and their common 

eritage of prophecy would seem to suggest their future happiness 


as inhabitants of a common country could be better secured by living 
together with a common territorial boundary than by accentuating the 
artihcial antagonism by drawing a purely artificial territorial line 
between them.” 


Declaring that Partition would lower the standard of living of the 
Arabs and raise new problems ot keeping order tor the British, 
Rabbi MORRIS N. KERTZER (Director, Bnai Brith Hillel Founda- 
tion of the University of Alabama, Tuscaloosa, Alabama) declares: 
“ I strongly disapprove of the British proposal to slice up Eretz Yisrael, 
and believe that such a scheme would be detrimental to the best interests 
of all three groups in Palestine 

* The Partition plan is further evidence that the democratic countries 


use the technique of avoiding issues instead of grappling with them, 
It ts a counsel of despair.” 


In accepting Partition, Mr. WILLIAM L. LOEB (President, Jewish 
Welfare Fund, Memphis, Tenn.) says: “Not being a Zionist, you 
might say that | have but a passing interest in Palestine, but I feel that 
we Jews cannot afford to antagonise the British. Certainly, if their 
interest 1s to be doubted, or if, with the number of troubles Britain has, 
we must harrass her further, | do not know to whom the Jews can turn 
lor reliel or succour. For this reason, I think that the Partition should 
be accepted in the hope that a rapprochement between the Arabs and 
the Jews can ultimately be consummated to the satisfaction and better- 
ment of both 


Rabbi JEROME MARK (Brith Sholom Community Centre, 
Bethlehem, Pa.) writes: “ By Partition we would receive a bauble 
in the form of a comic opera State, a Gilbert and Sullivan homeland, 
with a dictator, a president, a king, and a travesty diplomatic corps. 

“One thing our new Jewish State will have, and it will take every 
penny the Zionists can schnorr from world Jewry: it will have an 
enormous army, a tremendous and threatening legion to defend the 
Liliputian State against marauding savage neighbours, with whom we 
might now make our peace provided the Mandatory Power, together 
with the Jews and the thinking Arabs, follow a wise, statesmanlike, 
diplomatic policy.” 


Rabbi LOUIS L. NEWMAN (Temple Rodeph Shoiom, New York 
City) writes: “ Vladimir Jabotinsky should be called to the leadership 
of world Zionist forces in the present emergency. An arrangement 
should be achieved whereby the New Zionist Organisation should be 
united with the World Zionist Organisation, and Jabotinsky be chosen 
for the headship of the combined groups. As a friend of the late Jacob 
de Haas, 1 stand for pristine Herzlian Zionism. 1 believe in the union 
of Transjordania with Cisjordania, and the opening of the doors to 
virtually unrestricted immigration in the combined region. There 
should be no curtailment of land purchase, and no bars against 
immigration. Statehood will of necessity, and in due time, ensue. 

‘Il believe it 1s possible to effect a concordat between friend!y 
Arabs and the Jewish Community of Eretz Yisrael, and that the 
reasonable Arabs can be persuaded to see that their national destiny 
lies in Irag and the Hedjaz. Not only should Britain police Palestine 
adequately, but Jewish militia-men should be given full opportunity 
to expand their numerical and defensive strength as the situation 
requires 

“Even if Britain should enforce, upon us a form of Partition, we 
should not acquiesce: we should follow a policy of non-co-operation, 
we should not sign away, nor surrender, one jot or iota of our rights 
in and to Palestine. 


Rabbi DAVID POLISH (/ ciple Judah, Cedar Rapids, Jad: writes: 
“For the Jew, the possible political gains of territorial vivisection 
are most dubious. Moraliy. we have no right to surrender to the 
moment what ts the heritage of posterity. For Great Britain, the 
possible strategic benefits accruing from Partition will be dissipated 
by the irreconcilability of all disaffected parties.”

ORIGIN OF VERY RARE FESTIVAL R.TE 
By Dr. CECIL ROTH 

SOME persons use prayer-books exclusively for prayer. Misguided 
wites! A Siddur or Mahzor is (or should be) far more than a syna- 
gogal handbook. It contains (or should contain) some great literature 
that may be appreciated aesthetically as well as spiritually —if, indeed, 
the two can ever be completely divided. It may be a monument ot 
typography, a pearl of great price. a bibliophile’s treasure. It may be 
the product of a rare press, a delight to the eyes and a drain to the 
pocket. The fly-leaves may contain historical and family’ records 
of considerable significance. And the contents often reflect the history 
and the miseries and the vicissitudes of the Community for whose use 
the edition was printed. 


HISTORY BURIED IN LITURGY 


The liturgy of the isolated Communities of the Comtat Venaissin, 
in Southern France, is in particular an almost inexhaustible mine for 
the inquiring historian. For the tradition of Jewish life in these parts 
was continuous. Even when the Jews were expelled from .the rest 
ef the country, they were suffered to continue here, under the aegis of 
the Pope, whose name is mentioned with magniloguent veneration in 
the prayer-book of the local Communities. Theirs was the satisiaction 
of the French sage who, when asked what he did during the Terror, 
responded simply: “I kept alive.” These Communities, during the 
terror of the Middle Ages and after, when hardly a single Jewish 
settlement in the West of Europe continued its existence, had the 
satisfaction that they survived: and this, if the truth be told, was their 
greatest title to fame, other than that of -having produced Adolphe 
Crémieux in the last generation but one! Armand Lunel and Darius 
Milhaud in our own. 


THE CARPENTRAS MAHZOR 

But the fact that they survived did not imply: that they were con- 
sistently well treated. The reverse, indeed; and their chronicles and 
their records and even their liturgy bear ample testimony to the perse- 
cutions and petty annoyances that they underwent from time to time. 
On one occasion, persecution and deliverance happened to fall on the 
anniversary of a greater deliverance, many, many ‘centuries before, 
to the ancestors of the entire Jewish people. That is why, in the 
exceedingly rare Mahzor of the Rite of Carpentras for the Three 
Festivals (printed at Amsterdam in 1759) you will find in the service 
for the seventh day of Passover pcems and prayers and hymns of thanks 
elsewhere entirely unknown. 

It was in the spring of the year 1681, The Bishop of Carpentfas 
at that time was the Cardinal Bicchi: he civil Governor was Monsieur 
Jean Cosimo de Quieramand. As so often happened. and so often 
with terrible results, Passover coincided that year, nearly enough, with 
Eastertide, the first day of the feast falling on Holy Thursday, April 6th. 
Throughout Good Priday and down to late on the Saturday, the Jews 
remained shut up in their ghetto (carriére, it was locally called), their 
presence in the sireets of the city at such a season being reckoned an 
insult to Christianity. Characteristically, they turned the tables: by 
thinking of themselves as the elect, kept away from contamination: 
and in their liturgy they actually introduced special hymns for this 
occasion, the Yorn haHascer or “ Day of Shutting In.” | 


ATTACKED BY AN ARMY OF BEGGARS 

Good Friday, however, passed peaceably, and Holy Saturday and 
Easter Sunday itself: and the unfortunate Jews began to imagine that 
they had nothing more to fear for the moment. On the Wednesday 
night, they began to observe the last solemn days of the Holiday. 
But, unfortunately, it was a time of peculiarly great economic distress. 
The city was filled with penniless, starving beggars, who imagined that 
in the ghetto they could find relief and food. Late that night, they 
made an assault upon the carriére; and, whether by treachery or by 
Stealth, they managed to open the gate that led to the Synagogue— 
already ancient, but still standing and declared an historical] monument 
not long since. 

Terror spread within. The assailants surged through the streets and 
began to assault the houses. The Jews, terror-stricken. sought conceal- 
ment in the attics and cellars, and could anticipate nothing but 
imminent massacre almost to the last man, with dishonour for their 
womentfolk and enforced apostasy, worse than dishonour, or even 
death, for their children. The first objective of the attackers was, of 
course, the Synagogue, where they knew that they could find the 
sacred ornaments and appurtenances of precious metal. For once, the 
Jews found that the repressive Papal code that governed their lives 
was useful. For everything was done by the Government to prevent 
them from making their escolo appear similar in the slightest degree 
to a Christian place of worship. There was no monumental entrance, 


such as might have been expected and imagined; and in consequen.. 
it is almost comic—the assailants could not find their way in! 

Foiled here, the mob turned their attention to the shops, which we. 
broken into and systematically sacked, one after the other. Noth 
could be done to stop them. However. the martial spirit (which 
subsequently to present to I rance more than one distinguished Sold 
of the Valabrégue and other families) was not entirely dead in 
Carpentras Jewry; and some of the hardier spirits climbed up to 
roofs and prepared to sell their lives dearly, using stones as their « 
weapon and munition, 


HELP FROM THE CARDINAL ARCHBISHOP 


The carriére, as it happens, was provided with two gates, on: 
either end. While the mob was streaming in at the one, the lead 
of the Community slipped out of the other and made their way 
the palace of the Cardinal Archbishop. The latter—a Churchman, « 
compassionate —took immediate action, and ordered the Governor . 
town council to proceed against the rioters. By this time the riok 
were too unruly. When they were summoned to desist, they tur 
against the Governor himself and pelted him with stones, and 
thought himself lucky to be able to come back to the Archbisho; 
palace alive. Yet it seemed miraculous to the Jews—his intervent: 
had the desired effect. The rioters began to get afraid of the 
sequences, and the crowd melted away as if by magic. Betore | 
the carriére was quiet again. Only the Jewish young men remai 
on guard, together with a sprinkling of soldiers sent to assist thc 
to make sure against a recurrence. Next morning, before dawn, 
troops occupied all the strategic points in the city, and vigorous act: 
was taken. Many of the ringleaders fled; others were arrested, put : 
trial, and severe'y punished; and the Jews breathed securely o© 
again. 

It was already a holy-day, the seventh day of Passover, the anny. 
sary of the overthrow of Pharaoh and his host mn the Red Sea. Bu’ 
the miserable Jew of Carpentras, the deliverance that he h 
experienced was hardly less than that vouchsafed to his ancestors. |) 
Rabbis of the Community accordingly ordered that day to be obser\c: 
for all time, as an extraordinary feast-day. Yom vaYoshaa, they cai 
it; the day of “And He saved,” with obvious reference to the Scriptu 
portion of the day (Exodus xiv, 30). Special prayers were ini 
duced into the Synagogue service, night and morning: and a hymn 
praise, recounting the details of the deliverance. was composed bh 
local poet, Joseph ben Abraham de Montel, and inserted tn the lity 
And, so long as there were Jews in Carpentras and public wors! 
was regularly held (there are to-day, alas, barely sufficient | 
residents to constitute a Minvan in that lovely Synagogue, even 
at all attended), this spectal observance was regularly held. 

It seems a little elementary to us, perhaps: and one wondered 
the naiveiy of the Jews in terming this escape of theirs a “ mira: 
But one wonders no longer. In how many cities of Central Euro: 
to-day can one be sure that the authorities—cven though they m 
be princes of the Church—would intervere to protect the unh 
Jews?

40,000 Jews Dismissed in One Trade 
ROTHSCHILD BANK TAKEN OVER 


German Law ia Force 
“BOOTS CLEANED FREE BY JEWS” 


Now the Nazi pieb:.scite is over, the stage scems well 
et for an imtensified drive against the Jews in Austria. According 
io an Bx hange message, a terrible cam of repression is feared 
fhe Jewish Telegraphic Agency rep on the other hand, that 
private assurances have been given to the Jews that more stable 
conditions may follow. 

Most recent developments do not point t 
of anti-Jewish activities. Secret police h. 
of Jewish businesses demanding to see the cashbooks and askine 
particularly for entries made on March {0th and IIth. It was on 
these days, according to the Nazi ch. ces, that Jews made heavy 
contributions on behalf of the Schuschniee regime 

This week, the WieNER JouRNsL pri ted an article describing tie 
aims of the Nuremberg Laws; and, according to the News CHRONICLE. 
Dr. Giirtner, the Nazt Ministerof Justice. has issued orders abolishing 
ill differences be:ween Austrian and German law. German law alone 
is now applicable in all courts. 

Throughout last week, in Vienna, Nazis were still being allowed to 
subject the Jews to public humiliation. Jewish. women were stopped 
on the streets and taken to the Theresianische Akademie in the Fave 
ritenstrasse, where they were compe}licd to spend several hours washing 
motor-cars, says the Dairy TELEGRAPH Mornine Post. In the 
| eopoldstrasse district, Jews were forced to scrub the streets and do 
manual work in Storm Troop barracks. The rule that men over 
forty may not be taken for scrubbing is not always observed, says 
lHe Times, for one elderly Jew fainted while at work in a Vienna 
street last Friday.

literature and placaras. 


Gauletter Buercke! has submitted to the Minister of Justice a recom- 
mendation not to punish any of the hooligans who took part in the 
wholesale robberies of Jewish property and goods mmediately after 
tne German invasion. In the opinion of the Gauleiter, the looter 
were victims of the old Austrian pro-Jewish regime, and were reduced 
to poverty by the Jewish domination of Austria. [tt is accordingly, 
no surprise to learn thet the Austrian Courts are dismissing in whole- 
sale fashion actions brought by Jews to, recover deb‘s owing to them 
trom “ Aryans.” 

Many More Arrests 

Jews are still being arrested in large. numbers (a list of individual 
arrests is given below). A swoop was made on a number of Jews 
who recently obtained parcels of Kasher meat from Czechoslovakia. 
[hey are accused of having sent German currency over the ftrontic: 
to pay for the meat, although they plead that the parce's were sent 
to them by relatives and friends free of charge. 

Many Jews in Vienna have been served by the authorities with 
forms ordering them to register all their jewels and gold and silver 
articles. 

Nazi pickets posted outside Jewish shops in Vienna continue to show 
great activity in their efforts to keep non-Jewish customers away. 
One “ Aryan” woman who refused to comply with the order of the 
pickeis was savagely attacked. 

A contribution to the cultural “ purge was made last week by 
Gauleiter Wagner, the Nazi leader in Bavaria, who announced in 
Salzburg that the famous annual festival is to be reorganised this 
year purely on Nazi lines. Dr. Goebbe'is ts to be patron of the festival, 
which is to be a purely Germanic manifestation tn which “ Jews and 
emigrants will have no part.” Max Reinhardt (whose property has 
meanwhile been confiscated) and Toscanini, the two men who gave 
the festival its world reputation, are sneered at in the Vienna Press, 
Toscanini being called * the protagonist of Jewish art in the land of the 
Germans.” There are sneers, too, at the “ chirping young English and 
American women” whom pre-Naz! Salzburg welcomed SO warmly. 

The name of the Reinhardt Seminary. the school of dramatic art 
founded and directed for many years by the Jewish producer, has been 
changed to Schoenbrunner Art School. In past years. the Seminary 
was the chief source of talent for Herr Reinhardt's Josefstadt 
Theatre. 

The educational authorities, having purged the State school sysiem 
of all Jewish teachers, have now turned their attention to private 
schools. All teachers in private schools have now been ordered to fill 
Up a questionnaire in which, among other things, they must oon 
— religion. It is expected that Jewish teachers in these schools wi 
e dismissed. i 

Jewish owners of cinemas in Vienna have been ordered to return 
their licences to the authorities. 

The Nazi elimination of Jews from economic lite Is also going 
rapidly forward—too rapidly, even, for the more circumspect quarters. 
The Texti-zertuna, the official organ of the German textile industry, 
drew the attention of the authorities in its last issue to the fact _ 
since the annexation of Austria 40,000 Jewish employees in the ye 
industry have been dismissed, and only 20,000 unemployed —, : 
found in Vienna to replace them, of whom only 10,000 were qualifie 


for their jobs. The TextiLze1ruNG warns the authorities against hasty 
measures which may gravely interfere with the position of the Austrian 
textile industry, 

It was announced last week that the Bank S. M. Rothschild, of which 
Baron Louis de Rothschild was the principal partner, has been taken 
over by the Austrian Credit Institute for Public Works. and that the 
directors have been suspended. Baron Louis is still under arrest.

The DaiLy TeLeGaapH AND MorNinG Post considers that although 
Field-Marshal Goering, as Commissioner for the Four Years’ Plan, 
intends to make Vienna the “Hamburg of the Danube.” the city 
is bound now to lose much of its importance as a trade centre so far as 
foreign companies are concerned. Foreign companies with Jewish 
agents here have in some cases been compelled to dismiss them. The 
majority of such concerns are likely eventually to close altogether. 
Several great international concerns with a network of interests 
covering the whole of the Balkans and Central Europe have already 
decided to abandon their head offices. in Vienna, and move to Prague 
and Budapest. 

The anti-Jewish campaign in Ausiria, says the TeLeGrapH, will 
have much more serious economic effects than it had in Germany. 
The climination of Jews from economic life means that Germany's 
trade drive in the Balkans will be gravely handicapped. 

President Roosevelt has removed Austria from the list of countries 
receiving most-lavoured-nation treatment. Austrian trade items will 
in future be classed as coming from Germany, which is the only 
country not granted preferential tariffs.

These are but a few of the better known victims. A host of Jews 
whose names are not even known have been imprisoned all over the 
country, or have taken their lives in despair. 

More recent arrests include Herr Fischer, Herr Maximow, Dr. 
Herz and Dr. Vreger (the heads of publishing firms in Vienna); 
Rabbi Arnold Frankfurter, the uncle of David Frankfurter, who three 
vears ago killed Wilhelm Gustloff, the Nazi agent, in Davos, Switzer- 
land: Dr. Siegfried Kantor, Zionist leader, and for many years Presi- 
dent of the Vienna Chamber of Lawyers: and Dr. Max Hess, of the 
Rothschild Hospital. 

It was learned in Vienna last week that General von Sommer, Jewish 
head of the Monarchist Ex-Servicemen’s Organisation, has been arrested, 
Ihe arrest came as no surprise, for the Nazis have shown a particularly 
keen desire to put legitimist and monarchist leaders into “ protective 
custody.” General von Sommer recently defied Brownshirts who broke 
into his home to impress him for street-cleaning duty. He turned 
out for the work in his full general’s uniform with all his medals. 
lhe Nazis. unwilling to shock Austrian susceptibilities by degrading 
the Austrian Army uniform, excused him from his work. 

On the initiative of Jewish ex-Servicemen in Warsaw, General Roman 
Gorecki. the Polish President of the Fidac, the !nternational Federa- 
tion of Ex-Servicemen, has requested the Fidac Central Committee 
to intercede on behalf of the arrested leader of the Vienna Jewish 
ex-Servicemen, Captain Edler von Friedmann. 

Dr. Stricker and Alexander Geller, a former direcior of the Steinman 
Press which published the TeLeGrar and the Ecno, have been trans- 
ferred from prison to the concentration camp at Dachau, says the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. Fritz Griinbaum and Dr. Loehner, the 
playwright, have also been sent to Dachau. 

Marianne Trebitsch-Stein, the Jewish authoress and translaior of 
many famous German and English novels, committed suicide at her 
home in Vienna. She was fifty-four years old. Dr. Yaroslav Fantl, 
a prominent Vienna Jewish lawyer, and his wife committed suicide 
at their home in Vienna on Monday. Dr. Fanti had only just been 
released from prison, 


NAZI HOSTAGES 


The authorities have seized the passport of Professor Freud and 
refuse, it is reported, to allow him to leave the country. The Nazis 
have confiscated a large part of the Professor's library and have 
destroyed many of his valuable scientific manuscripts. 

Cries of “Shame” greeted the announcement at the Tuberculosis 
conference in Oxford last week that Dr. Felix Fleischner, the famous 
Viennese specialist, could not attend the conference, as he had not 
been able to get a permit to leave Austria.

RESTRICTIONS ON HUNGARIAN JEWS 


Government’s Alarming Proposals 


“NUMERUS CLAUSUS” OF 20 PER CENT, 


A Sop to the Anti-Semites 


The Hungarian Government's much-discussed plans tor restricting 
the participation of Jews in the life of the country assumed a 
threatening shape last Friday when Dr. Daranyi, the Prime Minister, 
introduced a Bill “for the more. efficient protection of soctal and 
economic life” into the Lower House. Its effect is to impose a 
numerus clausus of twenty per cent. on Jews. 

The Bill provides for the establishment of chambers.for the Press. 
stage, and the films, in which Jewish membership ts to be I:muited 
to the specified quota, which is also to be applied to new admisstons 
to the already existing legal, medical, and engineering chambers. 

in business enterprises and banks, only twenty per cent. of the total 
wage-fund is to be paid to Jewish employees. Any undertakinp: 
employing fewer than ten workers is forbidden to dismiss any non- 
Jewish worker without another non-Jew being taken in his place 

Trade and industry are to be given five years to carry imto effect 
the provisions of the Bill, but the Press. the stage, and the films wil! 
have only one year to give effect to this Bill The textile industry 
is given ten years to carry out the new provisions. Large business 
enterprises will, it is understood, be required to introduce the proposed 
changes in a gradual manner, so as to avoid any dislocation of the 
economic life of the country.

cinema, and liquor licences are also threatened. Nemzer, the organ 
ol the Independent Agrarian Party, even forecasts that the Govern- 
ment intends to eliminate all Jews trom State and other public offices 
and to prohibit the employment of Jews in the public services of the 
country. 

Following its introduction, the Bill has been referred to Parliamentary 
commissions tor study. It is expected that it will take several weeks 
betore the Bill comes betore the House 

Serious difference of opinion seems to exist about the Bill among 
the members of the Government Party. {tn the lobbies, on the day 
i was introduced, elder and more liberal-minded members of the 
Party votced grave concerned about the wisdom of the measures. A 
small but vociferous group of Government supporters, on the othe: 
hand, seem to consider the Bill as not going tar enough. . Both factions 
agree, however, that the Bill should act as a check on the activities o 
the Right Wing extremists who ure expected to demand even more 
drastic extensions of the measures during the debate in the House. 

fhe members of the Liberal and Labour Opposition Parties are 
expected to oppose the Bill vigorously both in the commissions and in 
the House. 

A second Bill, providing for police supervision of the Press. has 
been introduced into the Lower House by the Minister of Justice. 
Dr. Mikecz. The terms of the Bill were not disclosed, but thev are 
believed to include anti-Semitic provisions, as well as measures for 
preventing the publication of!

The Pester Lioyp, a Progressive Conservative paper, in a leading 
article warns the Hungarian people against the grave moral cou- 
sequences of a law which seems to promise rewards and success to 
people on the ground of race rather than work.

RUMANIAN JEWRY STILL UNDER THREAT 


Shechita Ban and Citizenship Revision 
\NTLSYNAGOGUE PRESS CAMPAIGN 


Chief Rabbi Dr. Niemirower has had a special interview with the 
Rumanian Minister tor Agriculture, M. lonescu-Sisesti, with whom he 
discussed the question of the prohibition of Shechita. The Ministe 
promised that he would caretully examine the question, and gave 
assurances that no hasty measures would be taken. Unfortunately, 
anti-Shechita groups are pressing for the decree prohibiting slaugh' 
without nning to become effective at once. Several 
provincial slaughter houses have already prohibited Shechita in spite 
of the fact that the measure has not yet been promulgated. 

Representations regarding the decree were made to the Rumaniag 
Minister in London last week by a delegation representing the Board 
of Deputies of British Jews. The delegation described the system 
prevailing in England, and urged the introduction into Rumania o! 
such an exemption as exists, for example, in the British ~ Slaughter 
of Animals Acts 

Phe question of the revision of citizenship papers ts Causing coo- 
tinued concern. Several thousand Jews in Moldavia and Bessarabia 
are likely to lose their Rumanian citizenship because they cannot afford 
to pay the fees tor the documents required, states the Jewish 
lelegraphic Agency. According to Jassy papers, only 4,000 applica 
tions have so tar been submitted to the locat courts. from numero 
towns mm Bessarabia is reported that the authorities make tt very 
difficult for the Jews to obtain the necessary documents. They demand

Ihe anti-Semitic organs Porunca Vremit and Curenrut have 
opened a campaign against Synagogues situated in the principal streets 
of Rumanian towns. The papers declare that the sight of a Synagogue 
in the centre of a town is a provocation to the Rumanians, 

The new Rumanian Minister to the United States, M. Irimescu. 4 
former member of the Goga Cabinet, declared last week in New York 
that “as tar as I Know there is no anti-Semitism in Rumania deserving 
Of any special discussion or notice.” 

The Minister of the Interior, M. Calinescu. received the Jewish leader, 
Dr. Theodor Fischer, and discussed with him the Government ban of the 
activities Of the Hechalutz organisation.

PULISH “BLOOD LIBEL” EXCESSES 
Riots and BRomb-Throwing 


[From our Correspondent--Warsaw] 


Grave anti-Jewish excesses took place in Dombrova. near Bialystok 
and Dubno during last week. In Don brova. a large number of lowe 
were wounded and several of them were badly injured. The riots 
were staged by Endeks who attacked individual Jews and looted Jewish 
siops. Sporadic attacks also occurred after the police had established 
order. The Press was allowed to publish only a very brief official 
communiqué. It appears, however, that the riots followed lvine rumours 
that Jews had injured a non-Jewish boy for ‘ religious purposes.” 
Twenty persons were arrested. No details are available of the 
Dubno riots. 

Many anxious hours were spent by the large Jewish Community of 
Sandomierz following similar rumours that Jews had kidnapped a non- 
Jewish girl. The rumours were utilised by the local anti-Semites to 
incite the people against the Jews. The girl was. however. found by 
the police and bloodshed was averted. Anti-Jewish excesses were also 
reported from Plock, Carnow, and Olkusz. as the result of Endek 
picketting outside Jewish shops. 

In Zilota Street. Warsaw. Endeks attacked a numbér of Jewish 
pedestrians, including a we'l-Known journalist and communal work 
Mr. Mark Turkow. 

Endek and Nara students marked h: re-opening of the Warsaw 
Polytechnic by a renewal of anti-Jewish d sturbances, in which Jewish 
students were attacked and ejected. Endeks also threw a bomb into 
the premises of the Union of Jewish Students of the Polytechnic. 
Fortunately, no-one was injured. 


BANNED JEWISH APPFAL 
Ready to Fight for the Progressive Forces 


A joint appeal issued by the Zionis parties, the Agudath Israel, the 
People’s Party, and Jewish economic organisations, calling for the 
consolidation of Polish Jewry in view of the intense anti-Jewish 
agitation, was confiscated by the authorities as soon as it was issued. 

[he appeal, which is te first of such a character to be issued for 
many years, protested against the policy of extermination being pursued 
against the Jews, the pr®posed prohibition of Shechita, and the

io give up their fight for equality. |The Jews hope that Polish democrats 
will remain faithful to the exalted traditions of Poland and will do their 
utmost to stem the present anti-Semitic wave inspired by foreign 
sources.” “The Jewish population ™ is ready to fight with the progressive 
forces, who represent the majority of the country, for *a great, loyal 
and true Poland.’ ”’

Mr. H. Gaster delivered a lecture,on ** The Eariicst Hebrew 
Literature: Toe Texts from Ras Shamra’’ at a meet ng of the Royal Asiatic 
Society at 74. Grosvenor Street, W.1, on Thursday of last week. Professor 
D. S. Margol outh, the Chairman of the Society, who presided, referred to the 
fact that Mr. Gaster’s father, Haham Dr. Gaster (who was present), was one 
of the oldest members of the Society ’s Council. 

Mr. Theodor Gaster siid that until a few years ago very littl was known 
about the civil sation of Palestine before the coming of the Israelites, and what 
information they had about the way of the Amorte or the lite of the 
Canaanie, was derived in very large measure from the Old Testament and 
this information was bo h incomplete and inaccurate. 

Ihe discoveries, he Said, which had been made at Ras Shamra, on the north 
coast of Syria, durti g the past nine years had given them for the tirst time 
literary monuments of the Canaanite civilisation. For the first time thev 
had the mcenuments, poems, litcrary texts and ritual prescriptions emanating 
from a Canaanite centre. For the first ime, Canaan spoke for itself. There 
was now no difficulty in reading the Ras Ssamra texts. The difficulty lay in 
the interpretat on of these texts. The oaly method they ccu'd us2 was to try 
to discover the equivalents for the words presented in the other semitic 
lan. uages he broad outline, however, of the meaning of the texts was 
pi ctically assured, said Mr Caster. 

He first dealt with the liter ry texts, the principal feature of wh ch, he said, 
was that they were all dramatic poems. He next dealt with the ritual texts and 
then with those concerned with the ceremonics, festivals and rituals of the 
Terp'e itself He had not appr ached these texts solely as peces of 
philolcgy. or a; philological riddles, He had tried to place them into the 


conicrt ol folk custom,

Britain Supports U.S. Proposal 
INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE PLANS 


The U.S. initiative on behalf of the refugees from Austria and 
Germany is finding ever-growing support. Last Friday, Mr. Cordell 
Hull, the U.S. Secretary of State, was able to announce that twenty- 
four countries had already accepted President Roosevelt's call to take 
part in a proposed international conference. Mr. Hull announced that 


~ the State Department were now considering plans for the conference, 


the place and time of which would be announced shortly. 

The eighteenth State to accept was Great Britain. A memorandum 
to this effect was handed by Lord Halifax last week to Mr. Kennedy, 
the U.S. Ambassador. In accepting, the British Government expressed 
its willingness to co-operate to the full in working out practical 
measures, and recalled that a High Commissioner was already 
organising relief for refugees from Germany under the aegis of the 
League, and that various private agencies are engaged in similar work 
for other Stateless fugitives. “No doubt,” comments Tue Times, “these 
activities will not be restricted or interfered with, but there is obviously 
room for co-ordination. It is essentially a matter in which inter- 
national collaboration offers the best chance of making the humant- 
iarian services effective anu extensive: and the United States and Great 
Britain are well placed to take the lead in work which ts non-political 
and wide in its appeal to humanity.” 

(Questions and seated in Parliament on the subject of British aid 
for the refugees are quoted elsewhere in this issue.) 


President to Meet Religious Organisations 


President Roosevelt has invited eight representatives of Protestant. 
Catholic, and Jewish organisations interested in the Austrian refugees’ 
problem to a conference in the White House this week to consider 
plans for co-operation with the proposed International Committee. It 
is understood that the question of finance is to be discussed. 

The American Joint Distribution Committee has issued a statement 
welcoming the U.S. proposal and declaring its readiness to participate 
in carrying out the humanitarian work. 

The action of the U.S., which “is exercising a high moral leadership 
in a cause which touches the very foundations of civilisation,” was 
warmly praised at a meeting in New York of the Zionist Organisation. 
Among resolutions passed was one urging the United States Govern- 
ment to make representations to the British Government for the lifting 
of the artificial barriers against the immigration of Jews into Palestine 
and to allow larger immigration in accordance with the country’s 
economic absorptive capacity. 

It was announced at a luncheon organised by the Women’s Division 
of the American Jewish Congress that the American Jewish Congress 
and the World Jewish Congress were ready to place their organisations 
at the disposal of the proposed international conference in furtherance 
of its great undertaking. Addressing the gathering, Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, the distinguished U.S. Liberal leader, proposed that 
the U.S. Government offer free transportation to victims of Nazi 
persecution in Germany and Austria. 

A provisional committee, under the Chairmanship of Professor Franz 
Boas, has been organised in the U.S.A..to seek aid for Jewish and 
non-Jewish refugees from Austria. The Committee members include 
Mr. William Green, President of the American Federation of Labour, 
Mr. Upton Sinclair, and Congressman William M. Citron. 

An appeal to the democratic countries of Europe and America and 
the League of Nations to reach an international agreement for the 
urgent issue of visas and labour permits to the victims of the Austrian 
persecutions has been issued in Paris by the Committee for the Defence 
of the Rights of Jews in Central and Eastern Europe. Among the

Refugees Batter at the Doors 


While the democratte C,overnments are preparing to consider Wa 
and means of aiding the relugees, the untortunate victims Of Nazism 
are trenziedls seeking tou escape from thetr perseculors., 

Nearly 30,000 would-be immigrants ninety-five per cent. of them 
lews —stormed the American Consulate in Vienna during the Space 
ol two weeks in search ot visas and immigration information, the 
Jewish Teleerap! fyency reports. Ot these thousands, only a fey 
hundred had the remotest chance of escape this year, in view of the 
fact that the quota hved for Austria is 143 annually. Some hope, 
however, is held out to the prospective immigrants by the fact tha: 
the incorporation of Austria into Germany would make the Austria 
born emigrants eligible tor the German quota of some 26,000 annual 

It as pointed out that under the present unsettled conditions, eyo» 
those who have obtained visas are not altogether sure that they c 
emigrate. They must first the Austrian frontiers often 
impossible task for Jews at this moment except with special interventio 
of one kind or anothe! 

The number of Austrian Jews seeking entry into Australia has also 
reached huge proportions. Since the advent of the Nazi regime. the British 
Consulate in Vienna has handed out 12,000 application forms 
persons seeking permission to establish new homes in the Austral) 
Commonwealth. 

* Not all those who ask for applications to Australia will make u 
of them.” a spokesman at the British Consulate here declared. “ Map 
of those who appear here daily come without the slightest inkling o 
what the requirements are. They know only in a general way th 
some money is required. Ultumately, how many prove to have th: 
necessary landing money plus the 1,200 schillings necessary per person 
for the trip can only be deduced from the filled-in forms received a: 
Canberra.” 

The British Consulate does not accept the completed application 
but requires that they should be sent direct to the Department of th: 
Interior at Canberra. Applicants are warned that they must wait three 
or four months for an answer. 

Applications for other British territories are almost nil, Immigra- 
tion to New Zealand was temporarily stopped by the New Zealand 
Government recently. There are practically no certificates now avail 
able for Palestine. South Africa, with a requirement of £250 pe: 
family and other strict regulations, is exceedingly difficult to ente: 

The applicants come from all walks of hte. They are merchants, 
professional men, manual workers, and skilled artisans. Most of them 
are middle-aged and. younger. The questions they ask at the Consulate 
reveal that what they hope for ts not so much Opportunity as security, 
a place where they can earn a livelihood in peace. 


*“ URUGUAY WILL TAKE BER SHARE” 


The SoutH AMERICAN JOURNAL has published an interview with the 
new President of Uruguay, General Alfredo Baldomir, who expresses his 
readiness to assist in providing a home for the refugees. “ Uruguay 
will have to take her share of those Jews whose lives are being made 
impossible in certain parts of Europe,” he declares, adding, “I do not 
think any real anti-Semitism exists in Uruguay. I object to racial 
hatred in any torm, and it will find no home here under my Govern- 
ment, nor, 1 think, under any other.” 

(Uruguay ts one of the countries which have agreed to participate 
in the international conference on refugees.) 

SEEKING REFUGE 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports from Budapest that 
altogether twenty-three Austrian-Jewish refugees from Burgenland, 
who were forced by the Nazis to leave Austria, crossed the Hungarian 
trontier. The refugees were lodged and fed by Hungarian gendarmes 
in their own homes until preparations were made for them to leave 
tor Czechoslovakia. They are now all in Czechoslovakia. 

The Swiss authorities have issued a statement ruling that Austrian 
refugees who have arrived in Switzerland without visas enjoy only the 
right of transit and must leave Switzerland immediately even if the 
possess property in the country. The order follows the recent enact- 


ment of a measure requiring Austrians who wish to travel lo 
Switzerland to obtain a visa from the Swiss Consul. 
ARGENTINA AND JEWISH SETTLEMENT 


Madagascar Again 

Among the countries which have agreed to be represented at the 
international conference is Argentina, The Temps, of Paris, states, 
in a message from .Washington, that the favourable replies of the 
Argentine and other South American Governments is interpreted as 
a gesture of goodwill towards Mr. Cordell Hull, but that South 
American diplomatic quarters in Washington are doubtful as to the 
practical value of Mr. Hull's refugees proposals. They claim_ that 
similar efforts undertaken in the past have been fruitless, and that 
agricultural settlement experiments, such as that of the late Baron 
de Hirsch in Argentina, have proved a failure. 

In this connection, it is interesting to note a report recently issued 
by the Ica on the position of German-Jewish settlers in its Argentine 
Colonies, which shows that the Jews are making excellent progress. 
The Avigdor, L. Cohen-L. Oungre, and Moises Ville agricultural 
colonies all record encouraging developments. 

A proposal that a committee be sent to Madagascar to investigate 
the possibility of establishing a Jewish colony there has met with 
Strong Opposition in American Jewish circles, says the EVENING 
STANDARD. 

In an article in the Oruvee, of Paris, M. Cambillard, described 
as head of the French College in Antananarivo, the capital of 
Madagascar, declares that any mass immigration of Jews into the 
island will result in a large-scale pogrom. Many Jews, unused to 
agricultural work, would engage in trade, and compete with 
the indigenous traders. This would give rise to anti-Semitism.

| passed a resolution affirming its “determination to spread this policy 
through the British Trade LUmon movement.” 

The meeting was, of course, entirely without any official Trade Union 
backing and it is quite clear, trom the intense dislike of the rank 
and file trade unionists of the policies represented by Hitler 
Mussolini, that the viewpoints expressed were not representative.

RELIGION AND THE TOTALITARIAN STATE 


Need for Jewish-Christian Co-operation 


The Rev. W. W. Simpson, of Amhurst Park Methodist Church, gave 
a lecture last Sunday at the University of London Jewish Union 
Society in the Students’ Common Room, 357, Euston Road, N.W.,; on 
* Judaism, Christianity, and the Totalitarian State.” 

\ir. B. Stoll presided. He introduced the speaker as the Chairman of 
the Friendly Discussion Circle for Jews and Christians, “ who discovered 
the danger of Fascism not only to Jews, but also. to’ non-Jews.” 

“In a totalitarian State like Germany,” Mr. Simpson said, “ Jews 
and Christians alike are faced for the first time with the same threats 
and enemies.

The 
National Socialist Weltanschauung was a religion. It had become the basi» 
and the background of the community. Judaism and Christianity were 
persecuted because they were anti-totalitarian religions. But Judaism had 
stood firm and refused to compromise. The same was true of the Christian 
religion, although they had shown more tendency to compromise. ~! 
deplore with all my force the line anti-Semitism has taken in Germany, 
he said.“ Yet I know that as long as the Christian and Jewish communities 
are faithful to themselves they will go on being persecuted. The totalitarian 
State has within itself the seeds of its undoing. Its end is inevitable. But 
when the fall comes, Judaism and Christianity will have to bring something 
positive to be put in its place.” 

The Rev. Michael Adler. Dr. Charles S. Myers. and the Rev. M. Bloch 
were among those who took part in the discussion.

Persecution of Jews Denounced 
From Mir. OWEN RATTENBLURY, J.P. 

To the Editor of THe Jewish CHrRonicLe 


COUNCIL 


Sik. Your readers may perhaps be interested to know the constitution 
of the annual assembly of the Free Church Council. It consists of delegates 
from several hundred local Free Church Councils, the members of the 
National Executive (elected annually), and some outstanding religious leaders 
who go to speak on special topics. The local Councils are bodies composed ot 
men and women who are elected by their local individual church meetings 
to represent them at the Union of Free Churches, which is represented b) 
these Councils. They have no legislative function, but desire to keep the 
public in touch with Free Church thought on religious and social questions 
Generally people of considerable experience are chosen. From such 
responsible bodies. two.or three delegates are sent to the annual assembly 
Phat assembly then consists of men and women who are really part of the 
official life of the churches all over England. 

_ It was my privilege this year to propose the motion which the National 
Executive had prepared for presentation to that gathering. ‘rhis resolution. 
referred to briefly in your last issue, appeared on the Order Paper as follows: 

The annual assembly of the National Council of Evangelical Free Churches 
Strongly expresses its horror and detestation of the pérsecution to which the 
Jewish people are subjected in Germany and elsewhere on the Continent o! 
Furope. It places on record its tribute of admiration and gratitude for the great 
services which the Jews have rendered to the progress of mankind, especially 
in religion, but also in respect of science, literature, and the arts, In the 
judgment of the assembly, the present disastrous plight of the Jews demands 
international action, in order, if possible, to find a satisfactory home for the 
Jewish exiles, whether in Palestine or elsewhere. It urges His Majesty s 
Government to give early and careful consideration to this grave subject and 
to take all possible steps to end this scandal to humanity and civilisation. 

It should be plainly understood that this was no chancy, quickly-taken 
decision by the assembly. In my speech, | emphasised the teaching of such 
Jews as Isaiah, Jeremiah. and Micah as being the very fundamental doctrines 
which caused our Free Church fathers to make their fights for liberty of 
conscience, and especially spoke of the identity of peace and justice as 
taught in several of the Hebrew prophets. 

The Rev. Dr. J. D. Jones, as President. seconded the motion without a 
Speech. He had just been speaking to a resolution on religious freedom 
generally, and indicated that the principles he had enunciated in proposing 
that applied equally to this. The assembly received the moton 
enthusiastically and passed it unanimously. 

Since then I have been asked to have my photograph taken by a Press 
photographic agency. Whether that will gc into the German Chamber of 
Horrors or not is a matter of speculation. One never knows, these days.

George Eliot, and other classics. A further section was devoted to 
lewish ach‘evements and aspirations in Palestine. One historic exhibit 
was the 1922 volume of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE containing the tert o! 
the Palestine Mandate. 

In general, the Exhibition served a useful purpose in setting betore 
the public at large some account of Jewish contributions to civilisation, 
Dr. Cecil Roth was the. speaker at the first-of four lunch-time addresses 
at the Library during the week. He reminded his audience that the 
Jews were a literary and an educaicd people as far back as 2.000 years 
azo. In these days, he said, books had a very practical importance for 
the Jewish people, who were being assailed on factual grounds, and 
they could reply by making known to the worid thei histor) and 
records, as set out in their literary contributions. 

That the survival of the Jewish people was due in large part to the 
extraordinarily successful Jewish schoo! system was the claim made by 
Dr. Nathan Morris (of London) in an inspiring address on “Jews and 
Education,” at the Central Library on Wednesday in last week. He 
said that the Synagogue was the first educational institution: in 
which learning was carried out in a systematic manner. The Jewish 
school was primarily religious, and tls focus was the Bibie. Dr. Morris 
paid a tribute to the revival of the Hebrew language during the last 
fifty years and to the establishment in Palestine of a modern Hebrew 
educational system. He concluded his address with a word of praise 
for the 20,000 Jewish children who attended Hebrew classes in England 
after their ordinary school hours, and for the thousands of poor 
parents who brought their pennies to pe) for their children’s Jewish 
education. 

On Thursday, Professor Edwarc Robertson, of Manchester 
University, lectured at the Library on © | he Bible and Mankind.’ He 
said that the Bible had been a source of religious ideals for millions 
throughout the globe, and an inspiration to men of all coyntries and 
ages towards social progress. . 

Friday's lecture. the concluding one of the series, was by Mr. A. 
Melnikoff (of Palestine) on “* The Jew in Art.” He said that, in manner 
and style, a distinct Jewish art no more existed than a distinct English 
art. Both were European as compared, !or example, to Japanese or 


other art of the East. In spirit, however, there was a distinct Jewish 
art,

LONDON JEWISH MANCUNIAN SOCIETY 
Preserving the Homely Atmosphere 


At a mecting of Jewish Mancunians resident in London. held at the 
Mostyn Hotel, Portman Square, W., on Sunday, it was resolved to form the 
london Jewish Mancunian Society. About fifty people attended. 

Mr. J. Webber. who presided, explained that two or three previous 
meetings had been held by a group of Manchester people. and a suggested 
constitution recommended provisionally, among the objects of the Society. 
the holding of regular monthly meetings and entertainments. such as musica! 
evenings at which Jewish talent would be emploved: an annual dinner at 
which the guest of honour would be some distinguished Jewish Mancunian: 
and the devoting of 20 per cent. of all subscriptions to Manchester Jewish 
charities. The annual subscription suggested was £2 2s. (a later suggestion 
offered was that married couples should be accepted at £3 3s.). but the whole 
matter of the subscription is to be considered afresh by the Fxecutive 

Mr. George J. Webber enlarged on the objects of the Society. It was 
not illogical, he said, to form a Society of people who came from the same 
town, especially as it was a custom among such smaller oreanisations as 
schools and colleges. In these days of persecution abroad, it was incumbent 
on Jews to gather into unified organisations. especially where the, had the 
advantages of mutual contacts and associations. 3 

Several speakers who followed stressed the fact that the new Society 
would perpetuate the more “homely” and inviting feeling one found in 
the Provinces. There was a tendency in London to lose this atmosphere 
it was argued. Among those who spoke were Messrs. H. Sunderland. 
A. and H. Flugelman, J. Rose. Jackson, Cohen, and Taslor. Mesdames 
Jacobson and Tapper, and Miss B. Sunderland.

CLARA KLINGHOFFER 


| must confess that I find Clara Klinghoffer’s new exhibition at the 
Redtern Gallery disappointing. Her dravsgs are as perfect as ever in 
the Old Master tradition. Here one secs Leonardo, Rembrandt, and 
Watteau as inspiration. But Kingholler seems to need inspiration, for 
there ts little sign of imagination. The more one looks at her work, the 
more one finds that one’s pleasure is mainly technical. She shows little 
interest in composition, and when in“ [he Rabbi she abandons the lovely 
loose painting of * The Mantilla,” she seems to have nothing to put in tts 
place. This may, of course, be a phase of development that will in the 
long run produce results. “ Virginia” and “Lucien Pissarro,” for 
instance, are illuminating contrasts, the former showing that she can 
lighten up without hardness, and this is one of her latest works. But 
at present one finds only draughtsmanship, lighting and painting ~ all 
supremely good; but they are not enough. “Sleeping Girl” is luscious, 
perhaps too luscious; the rich flesh and heavy body, well realised and 
expressed, might have been better set off by a more austere background 
(cf. Modigliani). “The Eccentric” ts. I think, the most satisiying 
portrait as regards placing and colour, and “ The Mantila ~ shows rare 
brushwork, but is top-heavy colouristically. 

In the neighbouring room are some paintings by ¢ hristopher Wood, 
left over from the magnificent exhibition at the New Burlington 
Galleries. The more one thinks of him, the more one feels that at his 
early death he had reached the end of his exquisite, lyrical period, and 
was already beginnjng on something much deeper. Whether he would 
have succéeded one cannot tell, and one is forced to classify him, on 
his output, as a very lovely small master. :

So far as can be ascertained by 

observation, it is for adults and 
tor the tinies that “ Snowwhite ” 
really has significance. For 
adults, because it spells for them 
the quintessence of unreality in a world where reality is Stupid, ugly 
and dangerous; and for tiny children because they glory in the short 
cut by witchcraft to the power for which they crave. 
_ By considering the tastes of older children for films generally, it 
ts possible to gauge just how much of the best in “ Snowwhite ” will 
really get over to them. Most parents have come to accept the regular 
attendance of children at cinemas as inevitable. In some cases thev try 
to control and regulate their children’s picture-going and to ensure 
that they do not see the more sensational dramas or the more 
unpleasant comedies. 

But such parents have little or no assistance from authority. There 
have been individual attempts by local authorities to provide film 
entertainments which are both suitable and educational for young 
patrons. Alas, the inexorable laws of box-office returns have so far

“PARKING WITHOUT LIGHTS” 
Ireland’s Good Example 


From Mr. C. T. JACOB 
To the Editor of THe Jewisn Curonicre 


Sik.-Mr. H. Thornton Rutter’s article in THe Jewisn headed 
“ Parking Without Lights” interests me particularly, because my attention 
was drawn to the question when in Dublin some months ago. 

1 remarked to an Irish friend how well the streets were lighted for 
walkers. He replied: “They are no better than in any decent English 
city. If you had the sense to stop motorists blinding people with their park 
lights you would get the advantage of your street lights.” 

He went on to explain (as an experienced motorist in England and 
Ireland) that one knows a car is parked if it is unlighted, and one knows 
it is only waiting to move if lighted. Also, a driver is not confused 
by lights along roads, especially at bends, and he can see any pedestrian 01 
open door of a car, which are invisible behind park lights. “Is it no! 
absurd,” he said, “to work out a scheme of street lighting and then allo» 
all sorts of fortuitous lights to be added?” 

From the pedestrian’s point of view, it is an immense advantage not 'o 
be blinded by park lights at close quarters when waiting to cross a road 
The lights are on eye level; they. not only reduce the sensitiveness of the 
retina in the line of sight, but they also cause the iris to contract and cul 
down the efficiency of the street lights themselves. Street lights are no! 
in the line of sight. and at even twenty yards a street light is less imten-¢ 
than a park light at ten feet.

‘Poison Pen” 
Brilliant Acting ia Vigorous Drama 


When Mr. Richard Llewellyn’s excellent play was tried out at the 

Richmond and Embassy Theatres, its many admirable qualities were 
discussed in these columns. 
_ Now it has ceservedly been produced in the West End, at the Shattesbury 
I heatre, where a wider audience has an opportunity of watching the power- 
ful acting of Margaret Yarde- who gives a performance rare in these days 
of colourless playing. The story deals with the tragic results of a “ po.son 
pen campaign in a small country village. As now construcied, the play 
has to rely but hittle on the mystery as to who is responsible lor the 
wicked anonymous letters That aspect has become merely an adced 
factor Of suspense. With great ingenuity the identity of the perverted 
writer is slowly brought home to the audience and this both heighicns 
the realism and produces that poignant admixture of disgust, righteous 
anger, and pity which in actual fact would be aroused in any normal 
person who was in contact with a community so afflicted. 

From her first entrance to her last terrible exit, Miss Yards never. ceases 
to build up and fill in the pitiable, frightening character she has to portray. 
Although the dialogue deliberately avoids stagey cleverness and plunges 
along in forthright reliance on the drama of the events, the play itselt 
has the very considerable merit of throwing the mind further afield than 
the happenings it narrates. It evokes consideration of the whole of the 
wretched hate condition which has such commonplace physical origins 
and such far-reaching effects in the world. 

Walter Fitzgerald presents a very likeab'e and believably sincere clerg,- 
man, excellently suited to the guidance of a village flock in normal times, 
but slow and fumbling in face of an unusual problem. His convincing 
normaly only stresses the horror of the mentally warped letter-writer. 
[he rest of the cast are of varied efficiency. There is an amazingly 
sound piece of work by Ida Teather as a poor little nebhich driven to 
suicice by the poisonous letters and the almost as poisonous spitefulness 
of certain women in the village. Thomas Avery Gravetta gives a wholc- 
some vigour to his sweet old sexton. Roddy Hughes is not backward in 
making everything and more of his opportunities as a Welsh handwritine 
expert. Richard Hurrin brings to his version of a crude, brutish vokel 
a restraint of the right kind, which makes his contribution to the tragedy 
exceptionally effective: and in a tiny sketch of a village erocer in his 
Sunday best, Kase Seely recalls every such worthy we have ever seen.

“THE HELMANN TOUCH” 
His Insuppressible Personality 


Of course Helmann had to give a second recital after his success 
last month, and on Thursday evening of last week at the Wigmore 
Hall, he gave us a programme much more varied than his previous 
one (which was all Chopin), and one which was calculated to display 
his “ vari-sided ~ qualities. But did it?) There are certain musical 
personalities so powerful that they dominate everything they play, and 
when f say that the whole programme was stamped with Helmann's 
personality, | do not mean to imply that he approaches every com- 
poser in the same frame of mind, but that his own nature ts so 
insuppressible that whether the work was Bach's * Italran Concerto, 
or the “Moonlight Sonata“ or Schumann's “Carnaval,” one 
recognised the “ Helmann touch.” , 

The Andante of the Bach was given a thrilling romantic quality 
which would have surprised the many who, either as performers or as 
listeners, have come to regard Bach as fundamentally an intellectual 
composer. The “ Moonlight” is difficult to present in new guise at 
this time of day, but there were certain retardations of pace in the 
first movement which intensified the feeling of quietude and tran- 
qguillty. On the other hand, the last movement was not Presto 
Agitato, but, quite simply, Agifato. and for the first time T had an 
uneasy feeling that Helmann’s musical fury had taken possession of 
him. That feeling was revived time and again in Schumann's 
“Carnaval.” and, to be frank, | think he was trying.to explor the 
dynamic range of his instrument overmuch. On the other hand, each 
piece was given a very individual characterisation. The “Ariequin,” 
Pierrot,” and “ Pantalon™ movements were delightfully whimsical 
and inconsequent, the “ Coquette ~ really an interpretation ot the title, 
and the * Papillons ” as butterfly-like as one could wish. The variety 
that lies in these various pieces was never better brought out, but I 
doubt whether Schumann, the gentle, would ever have gone out to 
slay the Philistines with such a large and heavy jawbone! The 
remainder of the programme tncluded three short pieces by Heilmann 
himsell; wholly musical and pianistic studies, charmingly played 

REGINA SCHEIN 

Though volume was on the small scale, Regina Schein’s violoncello 
recital at the Grotrian Hall on Wednesday of last week was marked 
by real beauty of tone and neatness of fingering. In Beethoven's 
variations on a Mozart theme, a Toccata by Frescobaldi, and an 
“ Andante ~ by Guerrini (a first performance, this) she phrased aptly 
and turned each ttem feathy —to use a good, old-fashioned phrase. Such 
works, not excluding the Becthoven, do not call for special inter- 
pretative gilts; their interest lies in the skill of the composer revealed 
through the skill of the executant. Brahms Sonata in E Minor ts, 
however, on a much bigger scale, and here Regina Schein’s 
immaturity was evident, though not discouragingly so. kew artists 
can make Brahms’ violin or violoncello sonatas sound really moving 
and compellingly absorbing, for their qualities are very specific and 
call for unusual sympathy and insight. This young artist made a very 
good attempt, though tribute has to be paid to lor Newton's tactful 
handling of the piano _part. 


PHILHARMONIC SEASON ENDS 


The Royal Philharmonic Society's season ended last week in a blaze 
ol orchestral virtuosity under Sir Thomas Beecham. Of greatest 
musical interest was the first performance of a Concert Suite from the 
ballet, “ Checkmate,” by Arthur Bliss, conducted by the composer. 
and John Ireland's eight-year-old Pianoforte Concerto, with Clifford 
Curzon as a brilliant soloist. The twelve numbers of the original 
ballet are reduced to seven in the Suite, yet in spite of all its clever- 
ness and rather overbearing vehemence, it takes its place on the long 
list of ballet music that fails to satisfy in the concert hall. The rich 
pianistic possibilities of the Concerto have seldom been more brilliantly 
yet understandingly exploited, Mendelssohn's * Midsummer's Night's 
Dream ~ overture received the loving treatment it deserves but seldom 
gels; NO point was missed, and the strings were exquisite.

At the recent Royal Academy of Music chamber concert at the 
Duke's Hall, Vaughan-Williams and McEwen were left to fly in the 
banner of the moderns in a lengthy programme in which the masters 
were well represented. McEwen’s No. 9 Quartet. with its appealing 
touches of melancholy, found a stirring set of interpreters in Eugene 
Nemish, Aubrey Appleton, Robert Masters, and Joyce Cohen. The 
presentation by Susan Slivko (pianoforte) and Joyce Cohen (cello) of 
the Beethoven Op. 69 Sonata in A, merited attention by its adequate 
maturity and sureness of approach. Miss Slivko, I believe, already has 
some reputation as a skilful pianist, and her gifts were well rewarded 


with such a collaborator as Miss Cohen, whose phrasing and tone were ° 


often cajoling. Glenys Bracken, despite a little unprofessional nervous- 
ness, gave testimony of her promise as a singer in the Brahms “ Meine 
Liebe ist griin.”

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PASSOVER 


BY AUNTIE 


WISH you all a happy Yomtoyv. Passover 
I: the most interesting of all our Festivals 

because its mode of celebration ts so dis- 
tinctive. I know from my letters how much 
it appeals to you all, though many of you 
are attracted more by the outward teatures ol 
the Festival, and perhaps do not devote much 
thought to its inner meaning. So | should like 
to ask you to join me in a few reflections on this 
aspect of Pesach. 


A Bit or History 

In the first place and above all, Passover ts 
n historical Festival. It celebrates the event 
from‘ which we count our being as a nation. 
There have been critics of the Bible who have 
dismissed the whole story of the Exodus as a 
myth, who have asserted that Moses never 
existed, that the Hebrew language and certainly 
Hebrew writing were both developed much 
later, and that the code of the Torah was to be 
attributed to some centuries after the reputed 
date of the Exodus. These critics have lately 
been made to look very silly by discoveries 
which show what nonsense their criticisms are. 
There was Hebrew writing in those days, as 
inscriptions show, and a number of pieces of 
irrefutable evidence port to the presence of 
Israel in Egypt and their journey through the 
wilderness. The Pentateuch has also been 
shown to be not a patchwork of various dates, 
but a unified piece of writing. Finally, no 
portion of it bears more clearly the evidence 
of direct observation than that dealing with the 
Egyptian episodes. 


SLAVERY 


| have more than once called attention to one 
remarkable piece of evidence regarding the 
oppression in Egypt. Let me make it clear in 
this way. In the early days of Australia, that 
country was used as a place for deporting con- 
victs from England. Botany Bay, near Sydney, 
was a penal settlement. There are families in 
Australia to-day who are descended from these 
convicts. Yet I imagine that they are not very 
anxious to boast about their ancestors. The 
Jews, on the other hand, with a love of historic 
truth which has always characterised them, 
have been willing to admit that they take their 
origin from a people who were slaves. Other 
peoples, including the Egyptians themselves. 
the Romans and the Greeks, boasted of 
descent from gods. If there was no truth in 
the Pentateuch story of the oppression in Egypt, 
do you think we should have gone out of our 
way to invent a tale which, to say the least. 
does not put our origins on a very high level? 


LIBERTY 


The fact that it was true, and made a deep 
and lasting impression, caused it to be recorded 
in our annals. But coupled with that-—some 
people would say damaging—admission was 
the other fact which made an equally profound 
impression, namely, that a resounding blow was 
struck for human liberty. The right of freedom 
of worship, still denied in some countries, was 
asserted by our forefathers in the clearest 
manner, and the fate which sooner or later must 
befall all tyrannies was typified by the over- 
throw of Pharaoh. But the chief characteristic 
of the whole drama is that throughout it was 
enacted in the name of God. Other religions 
have persecuted in the name of their god. 
Israel alone has proclaimed that the Almighty 
meant men to be free. 


A PRECIOUS POSSESSION 


Liberty has ever since remained our most 
precious possession. Perhaps “ possession ” is, 
alas, hardly the right word to use, for it has

so often been denied to us. The continued 
existence of the Jéw ts a living protest against 
all oppressions and tyrannies. Possibly that 
is why we are such a thorn in the side of some 
despots to-day. In celebrating Passover, we 
reassert the ancient claim. The liberty for 
which we ask is not licence, but liberty 
governed by law, and it is significant that the 
Exodus from Egypt found its culmination at 
Sinai. How absurd it is to pretend that the 
people to whom, and through whom, the Ten 
Commandments were given can be enemies of 
mankind! We are the enemies of those who 
deny the principles underlying the Festival 
which we are about once more to celebrate. 
Next year may we be really free! © 33 32>

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PASSOVER 
BY AUNTIE 


WISH you all a happy Yomtov. Passover 
I: the most interesting of all our Festivals 

because its mode of celebration is so dis- 
tinctive. I know from my letters how much 
it appeals to you all, though many of you 
are attracted more by the outward features of 
the Festival, and perhaps do not devote much 
thought to its inner meaning. So | should like 
to ask you to join me in a few reflections on this 
aspect of Pesach. 


A Bit of HisTorRY 


In the first place and above all, Passover is 
a historical Festival. . It celebrates the event 
from which we count our being as a nation. 
There have been critics of the Bible who have 
dismissed the whole story of the Exodus as a 
myth, who have asserted that Moses never 
existed, that the Hebrew language and certainly 
Hebrew writing were both developed much 
later, and that the code of the Torah was to be 
attributed to some centuries after the reputed 
date of the Exodus. These critics have lately 
been made to look very silly by discoveries 
which show what nonsense their criticisms are. 


' There was Hebrew writing in those days, as 


inscriptions show, and a number of pieces of 
irrefutable evidence point to the presence of 
Israel in Egypt and their journey through the 


- wilderness. The Pentateuch has also been 


shown to be not a patchwork of various dates, 


but a unified piece of writing. Finally, no’ 


portion of it bears more clearly the evidence 
of direct observation than that dealing with the 
Egyptian episodes. 


SLAVERY 


I have more than once called attention to one 
remarkable piece of evidence regarding the 
oppression in Egypt. Let me make it clear in 
this way. In the early days of Australia, that 
country was used as a place for deporting con- 
victs from England. Botany Bay, near Sydney, 
was a penal settlement. There are families in 
Australia to-day who are descended from these 
convicts. Yet I imagine that they are not very 
anxious to boast about their ancestors. The 
Jews, on the other hand, with a love of historic 
truth which has always characterised them, 
have been willing to admit that they take their 
Origin from a people who were slaves. Other 
peoples, including the Egyptians themselves, 
the Romans and the Greeks, boasted of 
descent from gods. If there was no truth in 
the Pentateuch story of the oppression in Egypt, 
do you think we should have gone out of our 
way to invent a tale which, to say the least, 
does not put our origins on a very high level? 


LIBERTY 


The fact that it was true, and made a deep 
and lasting impression, caused it to be recorded 
in our annals. But coupled with that—some 
people would say damaging—admission was 
the other fact which made an equally profound 
impression, namely, that a resounding blow was 
struck for human liberty. The right of freedom 
of worship, still denied in some countries, was 
asserted by owr forefathers in the clearest 
manner, and the fate which sooner or later must 
befall all tyrannies was typified by the over- 
throw of Pharaoh. But the chief characteristic 
of the whole drama is that throughout it was 
enacted in the name of God. Other religions 
have persecuted in the name of their god. 
Israel alone has proclaimed that the Almighty 
meant men to be free. 


A PRECIOUS POSSESSION 


Liberty has ever since remained our most 
precious possession. Perhaps “ possession ” is, 
alas, hardly the right word to use, for it has 
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so often been denied to us. The continued 
existence of the Jéw is a living protest against 
all oppressions and tyrannies. Possibly that 
is why we are such a thorn in the side of some 
despots to-day. In celebrating Passover, we 
reassert the ancient claim. The liberty for 
which we ask is not licence, but liberty 
governed by law, and it is significant that the 
Exodus from Egypt found its culmination at 
Sinai. How absurd it is to pretend that the 
people to whom, and through whom, the Ten 
Commandments were given can be enemies of 
mankind! We are the enemies of those who 
deny the principles underlying the Festival 
which we are about once more to celebrate.
